The Class Struggle and the Socialists—By Victor L Berger 


T here are some decent men who really believe 
that the Social-Democrats are ti 7 ing to create 
. class antSjgonism and are preaching the class 
struggle. 

There are really well-meaning met; i.i this country 
who still believe that, this being S'republic, there are 
no classes in the United States. They claim that every¬ 
body here is free and the equal of everybody else. 

There are some such people in the middle class, and 
there are some even among the working class, who re¬ 
pent these hollow phrases. And here and there even a 
capitalist may be found who will say so, although he 
does not believe it because he knows better. 


Lower still—most numerous—anil-belonging to no 
class were the slaves, they did not own their bodies, 
and were not supposcu to have any-souls. Plato de¬ 
scribed the slaves as "animated tools."- -The slaves were 
either captured as prisom of w.tr or weft made slaves 
on account of debts—or wc e the.descendants of such 
persons. 

The class struggle then was very crude and very 
brutal. So much for ancient civilization. 


extent—Ibe bishops and abbiHs having great estates and 
ruling the people. 

Besides, the ruling classes were not only more able 
than jhese lower classes, but i'.i many cases they differed 
in nationality, speech and g'vneral make-up. 

Thus, for instance, the Noitnan lords spoke French in 
England for a long time. In Trance, the Franks were 
a-^rmaa. tribe who had taken possession of iTauI. In 
many parts o’ Germany, the Germans had subjugated 
the Wends ana Other Slavic tribes. Hence there '^as an 
element of conquest in every case.

In modern countries, the conditions, are entirely dif¬ 
ferent. 

The conquered class is bf the same nationality, the 
same speech, the same mode of thought. And the 
ruling class is not better or stronger, nor mere able in 
anysjvay. 

Since the general introduction of public schools, the 
'proletaries as a whole get at least the eletnents of the 
dame kind of education. The ability to read and write 
opatis to them the santo' aventiw oflcnq^ledgo and roen- 
Tafpowwr that the ruling class posaesMi.'’ 

The proletariat and the middle class not only do all 
the usefuFand necessary work which is to be dune under 
the present civilization, but they also have to keep up 
that civilization. 

Toda' civilization depends entirely upon the prole¬ 
tariat and middle class for its existencr. 

And what is more, the capitalist class is even unable 
to defend its position in case of danger. If there is any- 
fighting to be done, the capitalist class has to hire the 
proletariat to do the fighting. 

The capitalist class holds its position only because 
the proletariat is asleep and is not conscious of its 
strength. 

A statesman of old Rome said that the Romans could 
hold their slaves because they bad never counted them¬ 
selves and their masters. 

Howevc-, since we have universal suffrage, the.-e is 
a good chance to count ourselves and our masters at 
every election. 

Nor would the claim tnat God has ordained class rule, 
hold good today. Not even the most stupid would 
believe Ogden Armour that God has ordained that 
he should speculate in wheat or put rat manure in 
sausage in order that he may make millions every year 
and thus keep up his end in the plutocracy. And there 
are very few priests who would dare to support such 
a theory in all Its nchedness, na matter how much 
Armour might be willing to pay. 

Nor would any one believe young Thaw or young 
Astor ‘hat trey are descended from the gods.

We all know that the classes almost took the form of 
castes under the feudal system. Everybody was pressed 
into an iron mould. 

Society then was really a pyramid with the king on 
top. The high clergy and the feudal lords, the patricians 
and the burghers of the cities formed the Upper layers, 
and the serfs owneu by the 'lords fortned the lower 
layers of the pyramid. ■ . 

And under the feudal system al^^ every where.else, 
wealth and land gotten by force, cunning, or in apy 
other way. furaftlied the tests of the clisaiBcatian. 

The capitidist .ifystem, Vf tettrse, has changed the 
mould. But the class distinction and the class differ¬ 
ences and the class struggle have remained.- In fact, the’ 
struggle is now more subtle, but more bitter than ever. 
I Under former dvilizations, in almost every case the 
class distinction was the result of war. And. the ruling 
class was made up of the members of the vietdrous tribe 
or the victorious nation. This was generally the case in 
ancient times and almost invariably so during the middle 
ages. 

The ruling class usuall. was the stronger, the more 
able part of the populatibn. As a vhola it was the mly 
class that had any education fitted for the conditions of 
the time. 

Thus the medieval lord was unquestionably the best 
fighter of his day. He was trained for warfare, clad in 
iron, and spent all his life in hunting or fighting. The 
average medieval lord in war was good for about twenty 
peasants. Five or-six hundred of these lords could go 
out to conquer a country. 

When the Archduke Leopold undertook to conquer 
Switzerland, he had an army of about six hundred, and 
that was considered a most tremendous fighting force. 
And if it had not been for the mountains and the rocks 
of Switzerland, he would have accomplished his purpose. 


As a matter of fact, under the present capitalist sys¬ 
tem, we have three classes, roughly speaking. 

The Bi-st class is the plutocracy, composed of wealthy 
bankers, railway magnates, corporation directors, trust 
magnates, etd., or people who are doing nothing and 
inherited their wealth. _

The third class is the proletariat, made up of wage 
workers and scine'persons in professional occupations. 

Now, according to the census of 1900, the total wealth 
of this country was about $95,000,000,000. 

The capitalist class numbers over ZSO.OOO persons. 
They own over $67,000,000,000, or 70.5 per cent of the 
total wealth. 

The middle class numbers over 8,430,000 persons, 
owns over $24,000,000,000 or 25.3 per cent of the total 
value. 

The proletarian class numbers some 20,400,000 per- 
so,is actually employed, and owns $4,000,000,000 or 4.2 
per cent of the wealth. \ 

It is unnecessary for me here to dwell on the differ¬ 
ence in the lives, mode of living and general standard 
of the different classes. 

3ut the existence of classes is nothing new—the class 
struggle is many thousand years old. It began the very 
moment civilization began. 

In the most democratic republic of Athens^and the 
aristocratic republi,': of Sparta, and later on in Rome, the 
people were divided into different classes, with different 
rights and different duties, according to l.ieir wealth. 

Some of these classes were hereditary to 'legin with_ 

always provided that the respective family could keep 
its wealth. In Rome, the Censor would/assemble the 
d7oman people every four years, hove every citizen show 
up his wealth and put him into his respective class. And 
the great Cato the Censor got the honorable name of 
Censorius because he would expel from the senatorial 
class the man who could not show the necessary wealth 
to belong to that class. 

And in all these ancient commonwealths there was to 
be found a large stratum of citizens who owned nothing 
—and which in Rome was called the proletariat, because 
the only capacity in which its members could serve their 
cjuntry was by furnishing children for the state. 

Nor was this all.

Without any doubt, in former days the ruling class 
were made up of the most capable and energetic part of 
the.people. The great mass of the respectivx nation 
was also inferior to them intellectually. 

Besides, in every one of these epochs they could 
claim, and did claim, that it was the will of God 
Almighty that they should rule, and that the others 
should serve and obey. 

In old Greece and old Rome the patrician families 
usually also claimed descent from some god. 

And all during the middle ages the church supported 
the claim of the feudal system to he ‘'God ordained.” 
The church was a beneficiary of the system to no small 


Unless plutocracy can persuade the majority of the 
people to close up all the pqblic schools and make illit¬ 
erates of the next peneration, and unless it can also per¬ 
suade them to give up the electoral franchise, plutocracy 
is doomed. So much is clear. 

And that is the reason why we Social-Democrats cap 
look with sucli equanimity and complacence into the 
future. , '

"It Is my belief that before the na¬ 
tional presidential eampalgs of llll* 
eomse around the women In two- 
thirds of the states of tbs nation will 
be enfranchised/' declares Wlnnis E. 
Branstetter, general correeponder t of 
the woman's national eommittf > of 
the Socialist psrcy. "This means that 
many women will be unable to vou 
unless they take steps Immediately to 
tee that they are naturalised. When 
the women become enfranchised we 
went them to have the epportunlty of 
voting and not to be barred because 
they have not been naiuraJlsed."

All alien women coming to the 
United Statee who are not married 
10 native Americane or naturalised 
foreigners must get their nsturalisa- 
tion papers. The wife and children 
of a naturalised alien become cltlsene 
without going through the process of 
nsturmlisatlon.

There wss a time when govemmentn 
was privately owned. The king and 
bis roval retainers claimed personal 
onmerehtp of goveruraental mschln- 
er)*. - We decided In America, how¬ 
ever. that regardless of whether the 
king w*as a good king or a bad king, 
we did not desire a king end would 
not stand for the private ownership 
of government Oocemment so affect¬ 
ed the whole people that the logical 
thing to do was to make the govern¬ 
ment .>t the people, for the people and 
by the people. 


This principle of democracy in gov- 
embent Is accepted generally, though 
we have not yet arrived at real de¬ 
mocracy In government but we have 
span the ideal and we are ail commit¬ 
ted to the principle that go\‘emp»oat 
of the people, for the people >y 
the people Is logical and for the b«t 
interests of sll concerned. We have 
applied the principle of demoersey 
stlJl further In this country. Wc form¬ 
erly had Ihe private owiiershir ./t 
education. There were no puollc 
schools. But after much struggle apd 
discussion the principle of democracy 
w’as accepted In the realm .f educa¬ 
tion and w*e now have firmly estab^l 
llshed the principle that the public 
school should be of the people, for 
the people and by the people. 

Tbv f.ict that we have not fully 


realised the principle vf democracy Sn} people, making workers mere append- 


government or in school is no argu- 
msnt agalpst the principle of democ- 
raoy to the government aad to the 
sbtaool, Ws Soclalisu see that * the 
same prioelple must be applied to in¬ 
dustry Id tha; Industry shall be of 
the p^pia’for the people and by the 
psopla In other words, political de¬ 
mocracy and democracy In education 
ore the logical forarunnett of Indus¬ 
trial democracy. When ^otlUcal de¬ 
mocracy was suggested the consenra 
tlve element naturally cried out 
4galnst It. saying that we atways had 
fatherly kings to rule over us and It 
was a dangerous experiment to turn 
the government over to what they 
termed the mob. Tlte same cry was 
lifted against applying the principle 
of democracy to education on the 
ground that public echeols would ra- 
duce the hhtldren of the rich and the 
poor to a common level lo the detri 
meat of the nation. 

But tn spite of all these foolish cries 
the principle of democracy has been 
gr^ually applied. We have now* ar¬ 
rived where we must decide between 
democracy, in industry or autocracy 
In government. Today the mighty 
men of Industry, through their private 
ownership of tbe social tools of pro¬ 
duction. are exerting a power over 
goveruipeat. education, press and pul¬ 
pit thst threatens every liberty that 
we have ever held dear. Autocracy 
and democracy are everlasting ene¬ 
mies. They cannot co-extst. Either 
lodustjry must become democratic or 
government wlU' becorpe absoiutelv 
antooratlo. We cannot remain a* email 
part economically free, and the ^eat 
mass itoonomlc slaves.

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A Practical Look at the "Learned” Judges and Their Law 


It hts been pi dven by statistics that about 35 per cent of fjl the 
cases decided by our courts in Wisconsin, that have been appealed, 
were reversed by the higher courts. In other words, fully one-third of 
all these cases had been decided wrongly in Wisconsin and onr state 
is known to have a "fair judiciary." Moreover, this number does not 
include cases that have been appealed to the supreme court pf the 
United States. 

Now supposing pur people would simply make iip their minds not 
to use the courts at all. Supposing people were going to decide all 
their differences, instead of going to law, by shaking dice, or by pull¬ 
ing straws. According to the law of averages, the right side would 
win about half of the time. That is, "right” would be victorious in 
6fty per cent of-all cases. 

But even if there was an appeal taken on every wrong couvt de¬ 
cision_which cannot be true because many cuses are not appealed at 

all_and even granting that the higher courts never err, which is nof 

true either—there is mighty little difference between the percentage 
of right decisions decided by hiring expensive lawyers and go,ng to' 
litigations, and the unmber of cases decided right by shaking dice or 
flipping a coin. 

The word “learned" judge has, therefore, little or no meaning 
when it is to stand a practical test. - 

Moreover, it is well known that most all of pur courts and judges 
are bitterly opposed to, all Sovislistic and truly progressive ideus. This

This Is tbe reason why our courts have now cortie to be an anti- 
Cbcial institution. Many pdople despair of getting juatice from the 
bench. Anarchism tinder various names hss made tremendous head¬ 
way in onr coantr>' during the last ten, flfteea years. Court decisions 
have made more anarchists than all other agencies combined—in fact, 
many prominent lawyers now are anarchists. 

There is only one salvation. We must (jlect brainy and thinking 
Social-Democrats as judges. Socialism, although revolutionary, today 
IS the greatest conservative force in existence, using the word “con- 
aerrative" in the right sense as conserving what is good and eradicat¬ 
ing what is bad. 

We must elect men who will use the power of the judge to con- 
^strue laws so as to construe them in a social way, to construe them 
contrary td all precedent and usage. And that is not easy becavie the 
judge is not to set himself up as a legislator. Otherwise a refonb of 
our judiciary is impossible. If our judiciary remains what it, is, the 
courts are sure to go doVn in a general catalysm. 

Every thinking voter should consider this. Every voter who 
stan'ds for real progress and against blind reaction—every voter who 
wishes to avoid catastrophes should, therefore, vote for Social-Demo¬ 
cratic judges. 

All others—though they may personally be honest—lack the so¬ 
cial octlodk. -And they usually also lack the social conscience, the 
social inlook.

which. Ilk© the Portsmouth was to remain *011 
the coast, sailed for a cruise along the Ne«> 
England coaiu. Many of the boys got liberty, 
but on July 16 the Portsmouth was pot undei 
sailing orders and on the seventeenth she sailed 
on her cruise northward, touching at Province. 
tow’O. Gloucester. Portland and l*ortiimouth 
Then back to Newport and Bristol, from there 
sailing through I.<ong Island sound. The F'orts- 
mouth then came to an anchor off Hart’s 
islsiid. 

' A cutter wns sent ashore with a telegrarri 
to the navy yard at Brooklyn for a tug. which 
dune and took the Portsmouth In tow. Through 
Hell Gate she wenL under tho Brooklyn bridge, 
up North river, dropping her anchor near th*^ 
Minnesota. 

She lay there till the sixteenth of October, 
when she w‘as taken In tow by tho corvette 
Vandalla and towed up the Hudson to New- 
burg. when both came to an anenor. 

Titere was going to be a big celebration iii 
honor of the signing of the treaty of peace by 
Washington in 1782, and all of the I’nlud 
States warships available were there, \ an¬ 
chored In line off the city. 

There waa the flagahlp Tennessee, the Van- 
dalla. Alliance. Saratoga and Port^outh. Tho 
day following the Portsmouth’s anitwl all tho 
ships loosed sail and both tn loosing and furl¬ 
ing the Portsmouth beat them all.

There were also quite a number of >.steraiit. 
conspicuous among theoa being a few of tbo 
fkmouK souavvs..

At 12 o’clock another national salute of.fl 
guns was fir^ by the fleet and from a batter)' 
on shore.

At 8 p- rn. the vessels of the fleet were 
IMumlnated. that Is, colored lanterns wore 
hoisted ui the mam heads and yardarms In 
this the Sarutuga took the c-ake. for not onl.v 
did she have the best lights at her masthoad.<4 
and yardarms, but her whole rail wh.« hung 
with Chinese lanterns and she had strings 
.of them triced up tu her mastheads. At the 
same Unie there wa.s a beautiful display of 
fireworks on shore snd from u point that took 
In the illuminated fleet oPd fireworks together, 
this must have been a most beautiful sight. 

When the ship’s bells struck 6 bells tha 
lights wore hauled down at a signal from 
the flagahlp and all hands w’cro piped down. 

Next morning the Tennessee and Alliance 
.etumed to Now York, the Saratoga proceed¬ 
ed farther up the Hudson and the day after 
the Vandulm t*'«W'tho Portsmouth In tow sa 
far as Cold Sprir.g, where bjth came to uu 
anchor for the night. Ther, in the morning, 
the wind being fiUr. the Portsmouth made Kail 
and byev-nlnr .enched Sing Bing, Tha 
Vandalla followed and o^^-rhaulcd the Port.*- 
moulh. anchoring at Yonkeni, where, next duy, 
the Portsmouth passed her. saluting by dous¬ 
ing her royals. On the ©venlng of ,Oct. 22. the 
Porlsmouth snehored again in^her old b^rih 
near the Mmiiesola off West Twenty-third 
streeL
